We  are  submitting  herewith  The  One  Hundred 
and  Twenty-eighth  Report  on  the  operation  of  the 
public  school  system  of  the  City  of  Baltimore.  This 
report  covers  the  biennium  beginning  July  1,  1966, 
and  ending  June  30,  1968. 

Included  in  this  report  are  statistics  covering 
pupils,  staff,  finances,  school  organization  and  build- 
ings, curriculum,  and  the  Adult  Education  Program. 

Pupil  Statistics.  Forty-five  tables  include  com- 
parative enrollment  and  attendance  for  two  years; 
net  roll  for  17  years;  21-year  trend  in  net  roll;  public 
and  nonpublic  net  roll  by  grades;  number  of  school 
days  by  semester  for  19  years;  general  summary  in- 
cluding enrollment,  net  roll,  attendance,  teachers, 
principals,  number  of  days  in  session ;  class  size  for 
1966-67;  17-year  trend  in  class  size;  special  educa- 
tion class  size ;  history  of  part  timeness  for  32-year 
study;  age  in  grades;  withdrawals;  elementary, 
junior,  and  senior  high  pupil  migration  over  city 
lines;  test  results;  follow-up  of  graduates;  classifi- 
cation of  permanent  jobs  by  occupational  groups; 
caseload  of  school  social  workers,  psychologists,  an4 
psychiatrists;  library  books  for  pupils;  student  at- 
tendance; number  of  pupils  involved  in  radio  and 
television  programs.
